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Great Strain Relieved On 
Hundreds of Small Banks, 
Brewer Declares. 


Oklahoma has rounded tho crit­ 
ical point in its pit sent financial 
problems, thanks to tile prompt aid 
that 
has boon given the various 
industries of the sta’e through the 
war 
finance corporation 
and 
the 
federal reserve system, according to 
an opinion given this week 'by R. 
P. 
Brewer, president of the Ex­ 


change National bank of Tulsa, one 
of the largest in the state. 
The situation has »been so serious 
as to command practically all of 
Mr. Brewer** time for the past -few 
weeks. 
Mr. Brewster devoted his first at­ 
tention to gaining for the oil in­ 
terests proper help from the federal 
reserve system, which effort was 
successful, thanks to tile combined 
efforts of bankers all through the 
oil field. After oil paper was put 
on a par with other commercial pa­ 
per by the federal reserve, that in­ 
dustry was quickly pulled out of 
the mire of financial stagnation. 
Following this and on his ap­ 
pointment as Oklahoma representa­ 
tive of the War Finance corpora­ 
tion, he turned his whole effort to­ 
ward 
the 
solution 
of 
marketing 
finance problems for th e , agricul­ 
tural interests of the state. Cotton 
ami wheat received first attention 
from the War Finance corporation 
and 
through 
this 
agency credits 
mounting 
into the 
millions have 


been rushed into the wheat and cot­ 
ton 
belts, 
thereby 
relieving 
the 
credit strain on hundreds of small 
country banks which w'ere threat­ 
ened by the overload of credit de­ 
manded by the situation. Mr. Brewer 
received 
notice 
from 
Washington 
yesterday of the appointment of a 
special committee to consider the 
problem of marketing the corn crop. 
This is a crop restricted in Okla­ 
homa to the east side of the state 
and the solution of financial prob­ 
lems involved in this commodity will 
do much to help banks of the east 
side. 
According to the information re­ 
ceived from Washington, particular 
attention is to be given first to 
those communities where banks find 
themselves unable to meet the situa­ 
tion. Arrangements are to be made 
for the meeting of representatives 
of farm organizations and bankers 
to this end. 
Liberal credits will be arranged to 
assist farmers in storing corn for 
orderly marketing. This is the first 


great step In farm financing that 
has been taken since the inception 
of the American banking system. 
Heretofore the practice has served 
to limit farm loans to short periods j 
during the marketing season, .which j 
has served to force the crops from ! 
the farms and into the hands of j 
speculators, 
thereby 
reducing 
the 
farmers’ possible profits without re­ 
lief to the public. Under a sys­ 
tem of loans 
which 
will 
permit 
orderly selling from the farms, Mr. 
Brewer says, Oklahoma farmers will 
be granted better average profit.
